The Indian Express, published 
in New Delhi, Bom bay and Ma* I 
dias, said C hina's policies since, 
the Tibet revolt last M arch have 
frightened her neighbors and a1- 
icnated her friends. 
The result, the Indian Express 
said, is an ‘agonizing reapprais­ 
a l” which is bringing Indian for-, 
tign jiolicy m ore closely in line I 
with that of the W estern nations. 
The article, signed by the Ex-f 
press Delhi editor, said the In­ 
dian-Red Chinese treaty of coex­ 
istence of 1954 is “ dead — buried 
five fathom s deep." 
The article said that in return 
for India’* continued preferring of 
friendship, "Peiping has declared 
cold war on India, dubbing her 
expansionist and im perialist, and 
obstructing Indian trade in viola­ 
tion of the treaty ." 
"W hether India likes the role or 
not, 
non-Commurrist 
nations 
on 
the periphery of the Chinese land 
m ass will increasingly look to her 
(India* as they prepare to defend 
against

TEENAGE WISDOM 


America’s teenagers seem to break into the news only with 
hair raising stories of juvenile delinquency. But not long ago 
53 teenagers from all parts of the country, representing *>4 
national organizations, met to advise their elders on questions 
of public health. 
This wasn’t brashness on their part. The National Founda­ 
tion for Infantile Paralysis had summoned them to find out 
why teenagers —one of the most polio-susceptible groups— 
had put off getting their Sulk vaccinations. Nearly half* the 
V. S. population under 20 either has no vaccination at all or 
has not completed the full series of shots. Why? 
Note the reasons given bv the teenagers themselves— and 
note. too. that none of these reasons is valid: Polio is way 
down, so why bother? Sheer laziness or indifference. Fear of 
the needle. Thought it was an infant’s disease and ‘‘couldn’t 
happen to me”. Didn’t know that” somebody else’s vaccina­ 
tion doesn’t protect you.” 
As for ways to bring vaccination to teenagers, here are 
some nuggets of sound teenage wisdom— proof that hot rods, 
rock ’n roll and TY are not all they think about: “Scare the 
pants off of them.” Make vaccination a fad like wearing 
white buckskin shoes or Yid Brynner haircuts. Direct infor­ 
mation especially to teenagers, since they consider themselv­ 
es a special group, neither children nor adults.

America’s teenagers seem to break into the news only with 
hair raising stories of juvenile delinquency. But not long ago 
53 teenagers from all parts of the country, representing -’>4 
national organizations, met to advise their elders on questions 
of public health. 
This wasn’t brashness on their part. The National Founda- itico, or the patiently explanatory 
tion for Infantile Paralysis had summoned them to find out 
why teenagers — one of the most polio-susceptible groups— 
had put off getting their Salk vaccinations. Nearly half ' the 
U. S. population under 20 either has no vaccination at all or 
has not completed the full series of shots. W hy? 
Note the reasons given bv the teenagers them selves— and 
note, too, that none of these reasons is valid: Polio is way 
clown, so why bother? Sheer laziness or indifference. Fear of 
the needle. Thought ii was an infant’s disease and “couldn t 
happen to me". Didn’t know that" somebody else’s vaccina­ 
tion doesn’t protect you." 
As for ways to bring vaccination to teenagers, here are 
some nuggets of sound teenage wisdom— proof that hot rods, 
rock ’n roll and TV are not all they think about: "Scare the 
pants off of them." Make vaccination a fad like wearing 
white buckskin shoes or Yul Brynner haircuts. Direct infor­ 
mation especially to teenagers, since they consider them selv­ 
es a specia 1 group, neither children nor adults. Persuade par­ 
ents of the necessity for vaccination, since teenagers are 
swayed by the actions of their parents. 
If you have teenage children, set them a good example by 
getting your own Salk shots. Then see that they get theirs. 
This year, for the first time, there is vaccine enough for ev­ 
erybody. regardless of age.
